In Mr. W a lsh 's Review of the fiaat 


and fireaent Relation» of France and 
the United States, there is a body of 
argument, at once so eloquent and ir­ 
resistible, as to excite 
astonishment 
that it could have been examined 
by our cabinet, without an acknowledg­ 
ed conviction of its truth and solidity. 
If such reasoning, deduccd from pub­ 
lic documents, and from the authorised 
acts of the two governments, is insuffi- 
cientto ex9ite alarm, and to awaken the 
people to a scnac of the dangers which 
surround them, we must look to other 
than hum,;n aid, for council and direc­ 
tion. 
In considering tihe recent con­ 
duct of France, Mr. W alsh, towards the 
close of his review, has the following 
reflections 


“ W e will now venture to dwell for 
a moment on the last paragraph of the 
letter of the French minister to (Icn. 
Armstrong. 
It is that which states 
»that “ the Emperor of France loves the 
Americtuis,” and delights in their pros­ 
perity and aggrandizement. 
Thicre 
arc few persons, we trust, in this caun- 
try, however bigoted in the admiration 
of the man, who can be the dupes of his 
awkward professions on this subject. 
There are as few, we trust, inclined to 
credit the incredible tale of his affection 
as there are to believe, what is at the 
same time asserted by his minister, that 
“ the Emperor has ever since the efioch 
( f our ind-/icnde>icr” felt a pleasure 
in aggrandizing th« Unit<-d States.” 


“ If wt^ettsoncd only on a firiori, 
from a view of human nature itself, and 
from tlie invariable e'xperiencc of man­ 
kind, we should be compelled to con­ 
clude, that a military despot, habituated 
all his life to military law, and the most 
absolute moi.arch now in existence or 
perhaps ever known, must hate and 
despise all republican or democratical 
institutions. 
Such political systems as 
those of dreat-Britain and the United 
States are a constant reproach to a mili­ 
tary despotism.— They are equally ob­ 
jects of dread and detestation, because 
they operate as correctives, in some de­ 
gree, to the habit and example of slave­ 
ry, and serve to keep alive the image 
and the dcsli'c of freedom even among 
the victims of oppression. 
In this in­ 
stance, however, we are not confined to 
general or abstract reasoning alone, but 
have this conviction forced upon us by 
facts of daily emergence, ’and of most 
irresistible evidence. The whole world 
has seen the Emperor of France waging 
wur against the free governments of the 
c o n tin e n t o f E u iu p u .— w o uJi kiiun- that 
he has not left a vestige of republican­ 
ism within the range of his power. W e 
have it from his own mouth, that he de­ 
spises us t we have felt the nialijinity of 
Ills hate, in an unbroken series of un­ 
paralleled outrages 
and indignities. 
Whoever has been at Paris, within the 
lew years past, and has enjoyed any c>p- 
portuuiiies of observation, or any lali- 
lude of iniercourse with the Parisiaji 
society, must have learned that the A- 
merican government imd people were 
ncld Ul the utmost scorn and aversion, 
not only by the ruler of Fi ance, but by 
every functionary and retainer of his 
monsuous system of fraud and rapine. 


“ On the score of these feelings, 
there is no disi^uisi- affected , they are 
nul oi|ly disiinciiy seen, but openly a* 
\<jvved. 
Wiieu the late i'rench Char^v 
dm MffyitrcH to ihi-> cunnuy retuiiied to 
France, and pleaded in c.xtcnuatioii of
